WAKEFIELD 


In accordance with our previous announcements, covers will be sent on February 22nd, 1932, in commemoration 
of the birth of George Washington at Wakefield, Virginia, in Westmoreland County on that date in 1732. We 
believe that these covers will be of great historical as well as philatelic interest, for they will link, in a very 
appropriate manner, the two fields of history and philately. History and philately have always gone hand in hand. 
The Wakefield covers will give the historian a concrete memento of a day not only of importance because it is the 
birthday of George Washington but worthy, as well, of remembrance for the reason that it marks the official 
commencement of a nation-wide celebration of the events of Washington’s life. This observance will continue for 
nine months, and thousands of people throughout the country will participate in it. For the philatelist the Wakefield 
covers will have particular interest for the reason that they emphasize the history of this country and the deeds: 
of a man who was truly great. 


We firmly believe that the Wakefield covers will have value for the reason that they will not only interest the 
casual stamp collector, but the collector of Washingtoniana and every other citizen of the country as well. We also 
believe they will furnish an excellent opportunity for investment; they will be highly prized in future years because 
of the dual interest so closely attached to them—philatelic and historic. 


We would advise discerning collectors to avail themselves of this opportunity to obtain Wakefield covers. 

Covers will be cancelled at Mount Vernon, and for this reason will be of importance. Mount Vernon was for 
many years Washington’s home—the haven to which he retired when he had finished the tasks of state that lay 
so heavily upon him. It was the scene of a very happy domestic life. 

Covers will also be sent from Washington bearing a cancellation from that city. All covers will bear an 
appropriate legend noting the date and place of Washington’s birth and remarking the span of two hundred years 
since his birth in 1732. 

It is the plan of the George Washington Bicentennial Commission to sponsor a suitable cachet for covers sent 
from Washington and Mount Vernon on February 22nd. And if such be the case, every cover sent by Y. Souren Co. 
will bear this cachet.

NYTHING that helps to relieve 
the stress and strain, the 
arduous tasks of life is 
worth cultivating. 

Is there such a thing? Yes, there 
is philately. 

What is philately? It is the col- 
lecting and classification of postage 
stamps, the study of their use and 
' distinguishing features, 

Does it provide relaxation for over- 
strained nerves, does it supply an ab- 
sorbing enough diversion, a refresh- 
ing change from the common pursuits 
of everyday life, to lift the busy man 
out of himself after the day’s work 
or at any time and for any length 
of time he chooses? 

It does, and for these very reasons

| we find among the votaries of philate- 


ly the busiest men and women. 


The dav has long gone by when 
stamp collecting was looked upon by 
tne average person as a childish anu 
meaningless amusement, and stamp 
collectors as, at least, of inferior men- 
tality. 


_The great national philatelic socie- 
ties of the world, the magnificent gov- 
ernment collections, the voluminous 
literature, the yearly great philatelic 
exhibitions, all bear witness to the 
vorld-wide interest taken in philately. 


The pages of “Who’s Who in Phi- 
ately” and the membership lists of 
te great national and local phila- 
tlic societies of the world contain 

names of hundreds of the most 
ftominent men and women in all 
walks of life. Kings and queens, 
statesmen, men of public affairs, 
inanciers, business magnates, scien- 
tists, doctors, lawyers, and authors, 
' ate all to be found there. 


For example, to mention only a very 
: few of these: in England we find the 








Marquis of Bute and Sir Philip Cun- 
liffe-Lister (President of the Board 


head (ex-Lord Chancellor of England) 
was also a well-known collector; in the 
United States, Senator J. S. Freling- 
hausen, Col. H. R. Green, Alfred E. 
Lichtenstein, Theodore E. Steinway, 
Charles L. Pack; in Canada, Senator 
J. A. Calder, Prof. Alfred E. White- 
head, Dr. Lewis L. Reford, Prof. R. 
DeL. French. Such men are found 
in the ranks of philately on account 
of the perfect relaxation, diversion 
and stimulation which it affords. 

Among the crowned heads, King 
George, Queen Elena of Italy, King 
Albert of Belgium, -King Fuad of 
Egypt, have been attracted by the lure 
of philately and are enthusiastic col- 
lectors. 

The mention of such eminent and 
royal personages might arouse the 
thought that the pursuit of philately 
is confined only to these circles. This 
is not so. Among the estimated ten 
million philatelists scattered through- 
out the entire world the majority are 
men and women in more modest sta- 
tions in life and with widely differ- 
‘ng spheres of activity. The trades- 
man, the office man, from general 
manager to junior clerk, the mechan- 
ic, and many others in lesser occu- 
pations are adherents to philately. 

To a great many of these philately 
brings more than relaxation and di- 
version. It enlarges their education 
and gives them a broader outlook. 


In what way? It is not the mere 
collecting of stamps which educates, 
but the induced observations to which 
their collection inevitably leads. The 
designs on the stamps are strong in- 
centives to the studiously inclined to 
study the history of the countries 
from which the stamps emanate, and 
by so doing they gain a knowledge 





which leads to a better understanding 


iof the peoples of different nations. 
of Trade—the late Earl of Birken- | 


It is frequently the case that phila- 
telists who are otherwise disinclined 
to study and investigate, watch close- 
ly the developments in and between 
countries, in expectation of new 
stamp issues they may bring about. 
This watching of the world’s activ- 
ities gives philatelists a broader out- 
look and a clearer comprehension of 
international affairs. As the late Mr. 
George Worthington, himself a fa- 
mous collector, has so well expressed 
it: “The story of civilization is told 
in stamps. Philately is at the thresh- 
old of the open door leading to histo- 
rical research.” 

Our former Governor-General, the 
Marquis of Aberdeen and Temaire, has 
also testified to the value of philately 
in these words: “Stamp collecting has 
an international aspect, it encourages 
people to appreciate what is good in 
other nations as well as their own”. 

This is only a part of the education 
given by philately. Other phases of 
that education have been pointed out 
by the late Dr. J. E. Gray, F. R. S., 
of the British Museum, when he 
wrote: “The use and charm of stamp 
collecting is to educate the mind and 
eye to careful observation, accurate 
comparison, and just reasoning.” 
Three things very essential to suc- 
cess in life. 

So far, only those still actively en- 
gaged in their various occupations 
have been considered in connection 
with philately. What about the case 
of the retired man? We let the late 
eminent English physician, Sr. Laud- 
er Brunton, answer it. He wrote: “A 
great many people die in this world 
from the very simple maladv of hav- 
ing nothing whatever to do. They 


|passed their lives in accumulating 
‘money, with no relaxation, and then 
‘when they retire from active work 
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they die of sheer ennui. 1 
they come to me and complain of so 
many things, and say they have noth- 
ing to do. I tell them to collect 
stamps. It will add ten years to their 
life. The wise men do so. The others 
do not. And the wise men live on.” 

The impression conveyed, so far, 
by this article, may be that philately 
can be indulged in only by the wealthy. 
By no means. It presents so wide 
a field that all can share in the 
benefits and joys to be derived from 
it, because there is an almost endless 
variety of stamps within the reach of 
those of modest means. 

Fortunately, the greater number of 
the cheaper stamps are beautiful and 
atrractive and therefore interest the 
philatelist who must collect along 
moderate lines, just as much as the 
more expensive stamps do in the case 
of his or her wealthier confreres. | 

One thing should be borne in mind 
when weighing the many advantages 
of philately. Money judiciously ex- 
pended in the acquisition of stamps is 
not frittered away, because stamps 
in good condition at least retain their 
value. Many appreciate in value as 
years roll on. Numerous instances are 
known of philatelists, who, collecting 
over an extended period, finally dis-

The stamp is of the same size and 
general proportions as the White 
Plains and the Ohio Canalization is- 
sues. It is of the flat press printing 
and has some points of merit as a 
bit of engraving. The lettering and 
picture are well done but the Ski 
Jumper seems to have hoisted himself 
into the center of the picture by pull- 
ing himself up by his boot straps for 
there is no evidence or indication of 
any hill or embankment from which 
he might have risen into the air as 
he is shown on the stamp. 

Numerous complaints have come 
from parties who sent to Lake Placid 
for first day covers, stamps with 
straight edges were placed on lots of 
covers while there are numerous com- 
plaints of torn stamps.

THE PAPER IN OUR STAMPS 





The United States Daily printed 
some interesting information about 
the amount of paper used for printing 
the paper money and postage and rev- 
enue stamps of the United States. 

Strange as it may seem, the internal 
revenue stamps, such as playing cards 
and cigarette stamps require more 
paper than for our postage stamps. 
For -the revenue stamps there was 
used 5,248,696 pounds of paper while 
for postage stamps only 2,092,525 
pounds were required.

“In sorting over an accumulation of 
the just retired series, among the 
lower values we have three different 
perforations to contend with. Of these 
the 10x10 perfs are the easiest to pick 
out but there are few who can tell a 
11x11 from a 10%x11, but there is 
a way to distinguish the two without 
resorting to the perforation gauge. 
Here is the secret, look on the back 
of the stamp if there are particles of 
ink still sticking on the back then it 
is a 11x11, but if it is clean and 
white it is the 1042x11. 

There has been several varieties of 
the 20c denomination in the 10%x11 
perforation, or better known as rotary 
press varieties, submitted lately but 
I can’t seem to get enthused about 
them. In fact they give me a pain.

their sets and disregard perforations 
entirely, anyhow disregard them in 
the 1922 series. I have looked over 
several collections where the collector 
religiously collected the different per- 
foration varieties. In his perf. 11 set 
perhaps he needed the 7c and the 9c 
then on the next page would be his 
perf 10s and there would be a 7c value 
then on the next page would be the 
9c in the compound and this way on 
thru the collection not with these same 
values of course but seldom did he 
have any one set complete and yet 
he had quite a collection of stamps. 
Fred Allen of Precancel Stamp So- 
ciety fame some several years ago ad- 
vocated the disergarding of perfora- 
tions in the collecting of precancels. 
I wonder what his views are now on 
the subject. 

Galveston, Texas, in a very clear 
U-12 type on the 1c Washington se- 
ries is the first printed variety sub- 
mited so far. Incidently the gentle- 
man submitting the above did not 
send his name or address and if he 
wants the stamp returned he will have 
to forward same to me. Staten Island, 
N. Y., and Lebanon, Penn., are some 
of the other cities submitted on the 
new series and are handstamped va- 
rieties, 

Danville, N. Y., is another Red 
Cross precancel in U-1 type, and 
Blawnox, Pa., is a new town in a new 
hand stamp type. 

Cincinnati as in its U-8 type is us- 
ing in the double line type a plate to 
fit the large stamps like the Special 
Deliveries, etc. Have same on the 
15¢ Special Delivery. 


The other day a fellow told me he 
had a whole sheet of Pittsburgh, Pa. 
2c postage dues precancelled in the 
new double line type for me and when 
he delivered it much to my surprise 
all the stamps were printed reading 
up. Upon investigating I find that 
this is a different plate and no doubt 
was made for the horizontal stamps. 
Upon comparing the two plates I find 
the type just the same size, lines and 
all are spaced the same vertically, but 
on the horizontal plate the space be- 
tween one Pittsburgh and the next is 
7mm while on the vertical plate the 
space is 8mm. New York City has 
two plates for the different size 
stamps, as has a number of other 
cities using this double line type, but 
New York does not pay much atten- 
tion to which they are using, as I 
have seen copies of the vertical plate 
on horizontal stamps, and the hori- 
zontal plate used on the vertical 
stamps. Two plates used like this 
can account for a multiplicity of va- 
rieties.
